Andalthough there bee {mall weightin 
varicty of ceremonies with them that be fpiriru- 
all, yct if ſome ( who baue not ſuch a xeſpett of 
loue and charity) ſhalleaue thoſe rites which the 
moſt approoue of, andenter,or gaeanew way 
ſingular from the reſt ; it muſt neceſlarily be the 
occaſion of ſtrife and variance.
